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Mr. Sharp’s Statement 


T*HE RECENT REVELATION that a aenior 
1 Canadian civil servant acted as a messenger 
or the United States in delivering notes to the 
4orth Vietnam government In 1964 has resulted in 
External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp adopting 
mUit^ntly defensive attitude over the incident. 

On the surface there Is very little I'eason for 
dr. Sharp .to over-react to the extent he has for 
here is nothing reprehensible or unusual Tor an 
UUtide or ilisin teres ted government to i*e 
nested to act as a gol>etween in international 
isputes of this nature. 

Canada, Mug a member of the International 
'ontrol Commission, was an obvious choice for 
uch a role. By accepting the Washington request 
Ottawa was simply carrying out the duty 
neumbent upon Canada as a member of the 
ommission and as a meml>cr of the United 
JaHons. 


What is reprehensible however, is Mr. Sharp's 
111 advised statement to the effect that it was the 
Canadian government’s belief at that time that the 
delivery of a message threatening Hanoi with 
massive American military reprisals if North 
Vietnam did not halt its armed incursions into 
South Vietnam and Laos “might help bring the 
war to an end." 

This not only implies that Canada approved 
the retaliatory action as proposed hy the United 
States as a method of “helping to bring peace to 
the area" but also makes Ottawa a conscious 
accessary to the Washington plan for the 
escalation of the Vietnam war. 

It can only lie hoped at this time that either 
Mr. Sharp made a mistake in what he said or that 
he does not know what he is talking about. Judging 
from his record to date in the external affairs 
department either or both of these explanations Is 
easily helievahle.

foive, despite its NATO membership. It has a small 
coast guard and only 100 unarmed policemen. 

Times are making fast changes, though, and 
Iceland’s activities on the homefront could become 
cause for considerable concern. 

In recent elections to Parliament (the 
Althing), which are held every four years, there 
was a decided swing to the far left. While the 
Communists still have a long way to go to gain 
power, they showed surprising strength. The party 
raised its representation from seven to 10 seats in 
the 60seat Althing, and a Communist breakaway 
group, the Liberal and leftist union of labor union 
leader Hannibal Valdimersson, won an unexpected 
9 pet’ cent of the votes, giving it five seats which 
was h gain of two. 

The Soviet Union, of course, would like 
nothing better than to neutralize the NATO base 
at Keflavik. Icelandic Communists in 1956 hadn't 
sufficient strength in a call for closure of the base 
which tracks Russian air, surface ship and 
submarine traffic moving into the North Atlantic. 

But the strength is growing, pogtitbly with the 
aid of the Soviet Union which keeps a diplomatic 
colony of 100 in Reykjavik, the capital, and last 
year opened an office of Novosli, a press and 
propaganda agency. 

While Icelanders are fiercely nationalistic and 
traditionally suspicious of foreign influence, the 
results of the recent elections might serve as an 
alert against complacency on internal invulner¬ 
ability.

Market Battle in Fall

LONDON (CP) - Prime 
Minister Heath plana to put 
oft a crucial parliamentary 
battle on Britian'a entry to 
the European Ovmmon Mar¬ 
ket until the fall. 

A rising tide of national 
discontent over the speed with 
which the government is nego¬ 
tiating membership terms 
Is described by an authori¬ 
tative source as one reason 
why Heath has decided not to 
seek an early vote showdown. 

The prime minister plans to 
outline to the House of 
Commonss today the likely 
liming of parliamentary ac¬ 
tion on the historic steps that 
may place Britain Irrevocably 
In the European olub, provid¬ 
ing remaining major Issues 
are tattled at Luxembourg 
next week. 

These include the rate of 
Britain’s financial contribu¬ 
tions to the Common Market 
budget during a five-year

• Saanich Peninsula straw 
perry growers tear they will 
^oae money this year and one 
Saanich producer Harry 
Leidtke says he and Some 
friends will have to give up 
their strawberry crops next 
year. 

Saanich Fruit Growers 
Association president J. D 
Holloway is more optimistic. 
'While pointing out in an 
interview Tuesday strawberry 
icrops appear temporarily to 
;he a money-losing proposition, 
he said he d»>es not feel 
Saanich Peninsula produoers 
will give up their crops. 

leidtke, o f 321 Walton 
Place Road, president of the 


Saanich Wine Growers' Asso¬ 
ciation, said Tuesday in a 
separate interview. “Proces¬ 
sors have offered us 18 cents 
a pound which is down two 
oent*-from last year.’’ 

“The cost of producing 
strawberries is 20 cents a 
pound or higher," he said. 

Leidtke said strawberries 
are grown by members of the 
Wine Growers' Association for 
various wines. He said mem¬ 
bers of ,the Fruit Growers’ 
Association rereuve the same 
prices as members of the 
Wine Growers’ Association by 
processors f o r strawberry 
crops. 

Reason for the price cut, 
Leidtke said, was an over¬ 


supply df strawberries from 
California and Mexico. 

Holloway agreed that an 
oversupply of strawberries 
from the United States and 
Mexico has affected prices in 
B.C. 

. * • 

“This is a had year with 
surpluses from the States 
which are undercutting our 
prices but I'm looking for the 
picture to change in another 
year," Holloway said. 

Holloway said Mexioo has 
kept its last year’s production 
in freezers since last year and 
have recently been sending 
them here. 

“Straw berries can be 
shfpped to Canada and with 
duty added on to them, they 


are still helnw the cost of pro- 
duction here,” he said. 

Holloway explained Ameri¬ 
can and Mexican strawberries 
are built up to a peak this 
year with surpluses. 

"The same quantity won’t 
he produced down there again 
next yea/. The trend (up 
here) might be for prices to 
go up again. ' Holloway said. 

“If they don't, that would 
be a disaster but I'm opti¬ 
mistic," he said. 

Meanwhile, Saanich Penin¬ 
sula strawberry farmers say 
the berry-picking season is 
two weeks late this year, 
Canada Manpower sixikesmen 
reported Tuesday. 

However, Leidtke said 


strawberry picking should be 
in full swing by the end of 
this week in spite of the lower 
prices offered for straw - 
iRirries. 

Manisiwer farm labor 
branch spokesmen said rough¬ 
ly H78 persons have registered 
for berry picking jobs in the 
Victoria area so far. 

“As of last week, only a 
handful of people were sent 
out Up to this morning, about 
45 people were sent out. 

I«ast year, in excess of UH) 
people were sent out by this 
time," statesmen said. 

•Spokesmen said over 1.3(H) 
l>ersons were sent out by the 
farm labor branch ^Jast year 
on berry-picking p>hs 


New Demand 
* Eats Up 
Valley Crop 

VANCOUVER (CP) - In¬ 
creased demand from eastern 
Canada has ended a straw¬ 
berry crisis among growers in 
the Fraser Valley. 

Edward Gilmore, manager 
of the B.C. Coast Vegetable 
Co-Operative Association, said 
Wednesday about' 1.5 million 
pounds of berries have been 
contracted for over the past 
two days, leaving only ahmit 
15 |ier cent of the crop unsold. 

He said he expected the 
remainder to tie contracted 
for by the end of the week. 
He said the sudden sales are 
due to increased demand 
from eastern Canada. 

Growers expressed concern 
last week when many of them 
were told by packing houses 
that .they would not receive 
contracts for this year’s 
crops.

Thant, speaking at UN 
headipiailers in New York, 
iaaued a worldwide appeal for 
contributions “in cash and 
kind” for “this challenging 
humanitarian effort.” 

Indian Deput y frhreign 
Minister'Surendra Pal Singh 
told Parliament the ministers 
would go to the Middie Eaai, 
Africa and Europe in addition 
to tbe cuiTent world tour of 
major capitals by Foreign 
Minister Swaran Singh.

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Prostitution \More Boring ’ Than Filing Job

literature and humor 
uaually put the oldest profes- 
aion in the world In a 
rrftaantic or lewd context, hut 
there is tittle objective in¬ 
formation about prostitution. 

It Is not a calling for which 
there would be a demand for 
how-to books or studies of the 
eminent in the profession. 
UhUke airline hostessing, 
secretarial careers, or acting, 
It Is not work that most 
women want to or are 
encouraged to enter. 

The absence of Information 
about the American picture 
has recently lieen filled.<dis- 
PMtkmately and intelligently 
hy Charles Winick, sociology 
professor at City College of 
New York, and Paul Kinsie, 
prostitution Investigator for 
the American Social Health 
Association. 

Their book, The Lively 
Commerce, has heen pub¬ 
lished In Canada by Bums 
and MacEachern. I commend 
It to any Interested in reform, 
In women's rights, in the 
updating of old-fashioned 
labels to suit the temper of 
the times, or simply in the 
earnings and career of a 
prostitute. The first is low on 
average, and the second 
shorter than in most women’s 
careers. 

Here are a few Illuminating 
facts about the vocation, as 
taken from the Winick-Kinsie 
hook: 

• The average full-time 
prostitute works six days a 
week and has three clients 
daily. 

• At an average fee of 
$10. she may yearly gross 
$9,300 of which she nets 
between $5,000 and $fi.000. 

• Her work may be as 
routine and Imring as that of 
any other occupation. One 
prostitute regards it “as 
being a little more boring 
than the work I used to do 
when I was a file clerk. The 
customers look like each 
other. What we do with them 
Is pretty much the same, and 
It doesn't bother me or ever 
reach me.” 

• Prostitutes tend to be 
physically unattractive, over¬ 
weight and short. They often 
have |H>or teeth, minor blem¬ 
ishes. untidy hair. They are 
often docile and Indifferent. 

• The average age of a 
working prostitute is lietween 
-5 and 40, although sonic who 
began in their teens are still 
working at 70. 

• Few prostitutes are well- 
educated. Almost half of 302 
Interviewed In a study had 


reached sixth grade, and 
al*out one-sixth Imd reached 
the firat year of high school 

• Usually they come out 
of unskilled and ill-paid work 
In domestic service or 
waitrassing. 

Winick and Kinsie cite three 
reasons why many choose tha 
vocation: a tendency toward 
sexual promiscuity; limited 
opportunities which include 
prostitution as one work op¬ 
tion; recognition of the money 
to be earned by It. 

The brothel is pretty well- 
displaced in North America 
today by the call girl. While 
slavery is almost a thing of 
ihe past in North America; 
this is a vocation which (lie 
woman tends to choose her¬ 
self. 

Far from actively seeking 
Its suppression, the Western 


world generally accepts pros 
titutinn as a necessary evil. 

Since it was passed in 1B49 
hy the United Nations Gen¬ 
eral Assam lily, only 39 coun¬ 
tries have bound themselves 
by the Convention for tha 
Suppression of the Traffic In 
Persons and Uie Exploitation 
of the Prostitution of Others. 
Canada is not among them. 

Nor are the United Stales, 
Britain, nor such seemingly 
enlightened countries as 
(Germany, Austria, Sweden, 
Holland, Switzerland 

The first to bind itself by 
the convention was Israel. 
Communist countries, such as 
Cuba and the U.S.S.K. fol¬ 
lowed; so did France and 
Japan. Marxists believe that 
prostitution should be elimi¬ 
nated on the grounds that it is 
exploitive. The market for 


prostitutes therefore declined 
in Cuba with ihe r|se in power 
of Castro, and to some extent 
shifted to Miami and other 
American cities. 

The U.N. Convention leaves 
,lt to each country concerned 
to decide whether to ban 
prostitution. It prohibits its 
regulation b y government 
authorities It requires that 
governments work toward the 
rehabilitation of former, pros¬ 
titutes, a work that is being 
conducted privately in coun¬ 
tries like the U.S. and Canada 
that arc not bound by the 
convention. In the latter con- 
nection, Winick and Kinsie 
devote a page to Street 
Haven, the residential centre 
processing over 250 women a 
year in Toronto. 

Why have many Important 


countries of the Western 
world tailed to hind them 
selves by a convention that 
sounds reasonable? 

The Americaif decision is 
said to reflect the complexi¬ 
ties of its state and federal 
relations. Other adverse posi¬ 
tions sound similarly weak: 
Some countries feel they 
couldn’t carry out tha Con¬ 
vention's provisions; others 
that syphilis is no longer a 
central problem so that con¬ 
certed action against prostitu¬ 
tion is less necessary. 

“The major non-govem- 
mental organizations working 
in the field of international 
human rights made little 
effort to mobilize and influ¬ 
ence public opinion in favor of 
the (invention,“ write Winick 
and Kinsie. 


Perhaps one good reason is 
that society docs not care 
/much aland what happens to 
a prostitute. Two unforget¬ 
table memories of prostitutes 
are in my mind. I tried and 
failed to get help for one 
thrown down e flight of stairs 
from e house on Cathedral 
St., Montreal, near The <iaz- 
ette where I once worked; e 
second encounter was with a 
former school teacher, who 
was later found in I*s Vegas 
With a plastic bag tied around 


her bead and s knife in her 
throat No one bothered to 
investigate the assumptions 
that this was either murder 
or a drug fantasy. 

It was presumed to lie the 
letter, a conclusion 1 find 
lmpmbahle 

“It Is not easy to achieve a 
balanced approach to a sub¬ 
ject which is so complex and 
emotionally freighted, and In 
which attitudes are so deep- 
rooted end difficult to 


change," sey Winick and 
Kinsie. 

“Nonetheless it seems clear 
that the stridently moralistic 
approach of the 19th century 
is completely inappropriate to 
nur times "

Dies at 81

EDINBURGH (Reuter) — 
Lard Reith, 81, first director 
general of the British Broad¬ 
casting Corp., died Wednes¬ 
day in a nuraing home where 
he was admitted Tuesday 
after a fall at his home. 

Keith fractured his thigh in 
an accident at tx>me two 
months ago and suffered from 
heart trouble. 

The son of a Scottish 
clergyman, Uirri Reith 
trained as an engineer end 
went on tn become (lie man 
who built die BBC into one of 
the world's major radio and 
television networks. 

At the age of 33 in 1923 lie 
became first general manager 
of the BBC Five years later, 
when the BBC was made a 
pubic oor|M)ration hy the 
government, he was knighted, 
and became Its first director- 
general. 

liird Reith was called the 
caar of the BBC and during 
his 15 years at the helm Reith 
refused to allow government 
interference in broadcasting. 

In 1926, when Winston 
Churchill and others in the 
government of the day 
wanted to commandeer die 
BBC'’ for the general strike 
emergency Reith refused and 
won.

Further to yesterday's not®* on 
perennall flowering plants which cun be 
rallied fairly easily from seed, I would 
tie remiss If I omitted the Iceland 

While we cannot hope to matuji. In 
our environment, the glorious display of 
these flower* m Hanff and l-ake Louise, 
tlie plant* are tough and highly 
adaptable, and put on quite a satis 
factory performance here. 

Strangely enough, Uie beat varieties 
of Uils sob-Arctic flower are cmiing u» 
ua from Australia. I particularly like 
Artist's Glory enormous folwers with 
the texture of crinkled satin in pastel 
pink and salmon shades — and Kimftre 
in brilliant acarlet. Even newer is a 
first-generation hybrid strain called 
Oiauqtagne Bubbles, making bushier 
and more compact plants with flowers 
almost twice the site of ordinary kinds, 
blooming all summer long this is 
very unusual in a i>erennail plant - in 
shades of rose, pink, yellow, red, orange 
and apricot.

Karlier in tills aeries I advised 
sowing perennial seeds in pot* and 
boxes so they could be given some 
protection and closer attention. This 
doesn't apply to the Iceland poppy, as

Speaking of popples, anotlwr easy 
doer is the Oriental poppy, and 
particularly tha strain of seeds sold 
under the name Malvern Giants.

Another easy (terennlal which de- 
serves much greater use in our gardens 
la Lychnis (pronounced like-nessi and 
commonly called San let Lightning and 
Jerusalem Cross. The older kinds 
bloomed in a particularly fiery shade of 
red, not too easy to hlend In with other 
flowers In the itorder, hut there Is a 
new strain called Lyi’hnls sartor! which 
blooms ip a,lovely soft rose pink shade 
The plants stand alxiut two feet tall and 
bloom in their second year from seed

I don't think afty gardener ever had 
enough Pyrethrums, tor these “Painted 
Lteisles" are Iwioved by all who grow 
them.

U really expanded home- 
rare services tltat would he 
financed with public funds Hie 
urged in a reixtrt just pub¬ 
lished by some of Canada s 
most eminent public health 
authorities. 

Their ideas on home care 
are among the report's 144 
r e c ommendations, distilled 
from three years of work by 
dozens of ex|>erts across Ihe 
country. 

The study of pnWUw health 
practices was dime by the 
Canadian Public Health Asso¬ 
ciation, an organization of 
professional workers that is 
independent of any govern¬ 
ment. The committee's chair¬ 
man was Dr. K. I. G. Benson 
of Victoria, assistant provin¬ 
cial health officer. 


and that is equally distributed 
between public health and, 
secondly, research and educa.

Dr. Henson’s committee, In 
addition to suggesting that 
home care he part of existing 
prepaid health insurance pro¬ 
grams so that patients would 
be encouraged to use it, listed 
some of the services it might 
offer: physician care, nursing 
care, homemaker services, 
physiotherapy, social work 
services, oocupatonal therapy, 
nutrition counselling, speech 
therapy, certain drugs and 
supplies, laUtratory services, 
meals on-wheels and trans¬ 
portation. 


"As the official community 
health agency, it is the 
resiHinsibillly of the public 
health department to give 
leadership and encourage the 
cimatniction of health centres 
with the ultimate idea that 
these centres offer a spec¬ 
trum of therapeutic and pre¬ 
ventive services," says the 
study.

The committee Usiked on 
expanded Inane care as one 
method of easing the high 
cost of treatment services. Of 
each dollar spent on health 
needs in Canada, 95 cents 
goes toward treatment 
physicians’ fees, hospital 
costs, drugs, laboratory work 
and so on. 

The remaining five cents is 
spent on preventive services, 


(A recent study of |iatients 
In St. Joseph's Hospital, made 
independently of the CPHA, 
showed there were at least IS 
patients in hospital who would 
qualify for home care if the 
existing service in Victona 
was ex|>anded and wills*ut 
charge.) 


Dr. Benson said another 
im|Mirtanl suggestion of the 
committee urges provincial 
health departments to embark 
on the construction of health 
centres, the costs of which 
would be shared with Ottawa. 


"These centres shoud be 
designed to house (Hiblic 
health, mental health, volun¬ 
tary health agency and vari- 
o u s consultant personnel. 
Hhyscians and perhaiis den¬ 
tists in private |iraotice might 
also he accommodated . . ." 

Ihe committee also sug¬ 
gest* that (here is a need for 
a set of national criteria for 
accrediting health units, wiih 
the federal government mak¬ 
ing extra contributions to 
those what are accredited. 

Dr. Benson explained that 
accreditation is one method of 
guaranteeing an acceptable 
level of iHihUc liealtti services. 
To most i>ersons, public 
health is an ill-defined service 
and Ihe tax|»ayer has no way 
of telling whether a diphtheria 
epidemic is imminent, for 
example. 

However, a system of 


accreditation the taxpayer 
would have a vague idea of 
the level of - preventive care 
available in his community. 
The idea of social federal 
contributions to accredited 
health units would be an 
incentive to imivinciai gov¬ 
ernments, which are re«|xm- 
ible for public health pro¬ 
grams. 4 

The committee examined 
seven fields of public health 
service and its recommenda¬ 
tions are based on studies hy 
groups of exerts who dealt 
separately with each topic. 

For example, the group that 
studied maternal and child 
health programs produced the 
suggestion, subsequently en¬ 
dorsed hy the CPHA commit¬ 
tee, that something must he 
done to attract high-risk 
mothers into prenatal pro¬ 
grams.

Daclarar ahould win the apade ace and lead a low 
diamond. If North puta In tha king declarer will i* home, 
ao let’s assume that dummy’s diamond jack win# the 
trick. Declarer now leads a »pada from tha table, 
establishing his ninth trick. 

If West makes the mistake of entering dummy wilh a 
club at trick two in ordar to lake the diamond finesse, 
North may win and return a heart. From this pmil on 
West will he in trouble if the hearts lie badly. Similarly, if 
West return* a spade at trick two, he will he in difficulty 
if North holds six spades. 

2. It would l>e a mistake to abandon the diamonds, for 
there is no guarantee that declarer can establish 
sufficient tricks in the black suits. 

Instead West stould lead a fourth dianxxid from tin 
fable, discarding his heart winner. Any return that South 
makes after winning tha diannmd will enable West to gain 
entry In dummy and lie will he home with five diamond 
tricks and at least four tricks in the other suits.

OTTAWA <CP» — In an 
unprecedented comment on 
separatist conflicts in other 
countries, External Affairs 
Minister Mitchell Sharp said 
Wednesday that East Pakfe* 
tan should lie governed by Its 
elected leader 

That leader is Sheik Muji- 
bar Rajiman, now* being held 
prisoner by the central Pakis¬ 
tani government following his 
attempt to lead East Pakistan 
to autonomy. 

Sharp had heretofore studi¬ 
ously avoided becoming too 
involved in separatist issues 
in foreign countries, notably 
the Nigerian civil war. 

And Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau indicated following his 
recent Russian tour that he 
was not interested in bringing 
up the question of Ukrainian 
separatist leaders in the 
Soviet Union, because he 
didn't want Soviet leadem to 
counter with intrusions into 
Canada’s separatist problem. 

Sharp said in the Commons 
that a political solution to the 
Pakistan conflict “is the only 
possible way of dealing with 
the present situation.” 

M . . . The preferred settle¬ 
ment, of course, would be one 
in which those individuals 
who have been elected pur¬ 
suant to the recent election ir 
Pakistan should be given the 
responsibility of governing 
Pakistan, particularly East 
Pakistan.' 

Sheik Rahman s A w a m i 
League won an overwhelming 
victory in East Pakistan last 
December in elections to 
form a constituent assembly 
to bring Pakistan from mar¬ 
tial to democratic rule. 

His platform was autonomy 
for East Pakistan, a resppnse 
to grievances over the last 
two decades that West Pakis¬ 
tani interests have milked 
East Pakistan dry in govern¬ 
ing the geographically-divided 
country. 

By taking 167 of the 169 
federal seats in East Pakis¬ 
tan, Sheik Rahman also won a 
majority in the country as a 
whole, because of West Pak¬ 
istan’s smaller population. 

When he refused Id'back orf 
on his demands for autonomy 
and his followers threatened 
to lead East Pakistan to 
military secession, West 
Pakistani troops clamped 
down on rebellious East 
Pakistani forces and arrested 
the sheik. 

Pakistan Is currently under 
control of lien Yahya 


Khan, head of the military 
government and a West 
Pakistani. 

Sliarp was asked by R. G, 
l,. Fairweuther ( PC- Fqndy- 
Royal) whether Canada had 
sought a political solution to 
the Pakistani affair at the 
United Nations, either 


through Secretary-General U 
Thant or through die Security 
Council. 

The minuter replied, “We 
are all pushing for a political 
solution.” 

It waa in fact the only 
answer to the crisis, he said. 
Without a political solution.

Piime Minister Tni- 
deau and the provincial 
government leaders 
remained locked in a 
marathon session at 
press time Wednesday 
night in a last-ditch ef¬ 
fort to reform Canada’s 
'.constitution. 

The continuous linal-day 
meeting ended its 13th hour 
at 10 p.m. with the first 
ministers and members of 
their delegations eating and 
resting between sessions. 

During tiie day and early 
evening, it was reported that 
Trudeau and Quebec Premier 
Robert Bourassa met pri¬ 
vately to discuss key points. 

Tiie length of the windup 
meeting led to s]ieculaliufi 
that tiie first ministers were 
close to foimal agreement on 
tiie means of patriation of tiie 
British Nprth America Act 
and on an amending formula 
{vhich would allow further 
fionsdtuUunai changes to lie 
fnade in Canada. 

The main point of issue 
t how ever, appeared to he 
’whether the changes should 
Ije submitted to Parliament 
and the provincial legislatures 
tor ratification in the form of 
a package deal or separately. 

During the opening session 
of the conference Monday, 
several premiers expressed 
strong opposition to the pack¬ 
age deal requested by Que¬ 
bec, which involves a greater 
degree of autonomy over 
social services. 

Meanwhile, United Press 
International news service 
reported that constitutional 
differences had been resolved 
and that Prime Minister 
Trudeau and tiie leaders of 
the lu provincial governments 
were writing a document 
railed the Charter of Canada 
that could Boon become Can¬ 
ada’s new constitution. 

Quoting reliable sources.. 

I PI said most of the 
“charter” would merely be an 
updated version of Canada's 
present governing document, 
the British North America act 
of 1867. However, it would 
include a formula so that it 
could lie amended jp. Canada 
rather tfnrtt by the British 
Parliament a6 at present and 
it would incorporate signifi¬ 
cant changes in constitutional 
provisions for language 
rights and social welfare 
jurisdiction. 

The charter also would 
eliminate archaic provisions 
of the British North America 
Act which no longer have any 
meaning in the 20th Century, 
UPI said. 

Tiie sources said Trudeau 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment heads hoped to finish 
drafting the document some 
time Wednesday night, and 
they had agreed to try to get 
the approval of their re- 
s|>ective cabinets within Hi 
days.

Careful protection from the 
cold is imperative. Jn addi¬ 
tion, smoking is taboo be¬ 
cause that also causes spasm 
of the small arteries. 

Medication can he taken 
tiefore exposure to cold, to 
dilate the arteries temporarily. 
More recently it has been 
found that certain drugs used 
to control blood pressure 
(reserpine, methyldopa) af¬ 
ford relief when given by 
injection. 

Thus one shouldn't suffer in 
silence; measures of relief 
are available. Milder cases 
to«u1 to improve in time; 
severe cases can lead lo 
ulceration of Die fingertips. 

Raynaud's phenomenon <as 
differentiated from disease I 
has much the same symp 
toms so far as Uie patient is 
concerned, except that the 
trouble is more or less 


continuous instead of occur¬ 
ring primarily in cold weather 
or wlren the person is excised 
lo cold water, as when 
swimming. 

Reason for the difference is 
that Raynaud's phenomenon 
is secondary to some detect¬ 
able cause. For some ex¬ 
amples. an extra-large cervi¬ 
cal rib or muscles in the neck 
which exert pressure of blorxl 
vessels; or arthritic changes 
in the neck can press on 
nerve roots causing the same 
symptoms; or the phe¬ 
nomenon may he (tail ot one 
of the so-called collagen dis 
eases, especially sclero¬ 
derma, or in some instances 
there may actually lie a 
perouliarify o f the blood 
which makes it thicken (thus 
slowing circulation) when ex¬ 
posed lo cold (Even a mild 
cooling in summer can do it.)

OTTAWA tCP) - In an 
unprecedented comment on 
separatist conflicts in other 
countries, External Affairs 
Minister Mitchell Sharp said 
Wednesday that East Pakis¬ 
tan should he governed by its 
elected leader 

That leader is Sheik Muji- 
bar Rahman, now being held 
prisoner by the central Pakis¬ 
tani government following hip 
attempt to lead East Pakistan 
to autonomy. 

Sharp had heretofore studi¬ 
ously avoided becoming too 
involved in separatist issues 
in foreign countries, notably 
the Nigerian civil war. 

And Prune Minister Tru¬ 
deau indicated following his 
recent Russian tour that he 
was not interested in bringing 
up the question of Ukrainian 
separatist leaders in tiie 
Soviet Union, liecause he 
didn't want Soviet leaders to 
counter with intrusions into 
Canada’s separatist problem. 

Sharp said in the Commons 
that a political solution to the 
Pakistan conflict “is the only 
possible way of dealing with 
the present situation." 

The preferred settle¬ 
ment. of course, would be one 
In which those individuals 
wlm have been elected pur¬ 
suant to the recent election in 
Pakistan should be given the 
res|Minsibility of governing 
Pakistan, particularly East 
Pakistan.’ 

Sheik Rahman’s A w a m I 
league won an overwhelming 
victory in East Pakistan last 
December in elections to 
form a constituent assembly 
to bring Pakistan from mar¬ 
tial to democratic rule.
